Half of Year 
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ST. LOUIS. — (/P) - Business ended 


1938 on the upbeat in the Eighth Fed- 
eral Reserve District, and continued to 
improve during the first half of Jan- 
uary, tho Federal Reserve Bank re- 
ported Tuesday. 
• Manufacturing allowed the biggest 
gain. 


The bank credited tho improvement 


in part to colder weather after a mild 
fall and early winter that dulled in- 
terest in seasonal merchandise. 


Increased production of manufactur- 


ed goods was supported by swelling 
purchases by jobbers and wholesalers 
and orders booked since January 1 re- 
flected a continued improvement over 
last year's figures. 


Taken as a whole, however, the rise 


that began in July, 1938, was no1 
enough to overcome the January-to. 
June slump, with the result that trade 
indices compared unfavorably with 
1937. 


Seasonal activities—including inven 


lories, repairs and holidays—slowed 
trade tcYnjx) after tho Christmas buy 
ing.boom that exceeded expectations 
but In man lines the expected dc 
clihcs failed to. appear.

business failures in the district during 
1938, according to Dun & Bradslrcot, 
involving liabilities of $6,401,000, as 
against 285 defaults in 1937 involving 
$4,940,000 in liabilities. 


The volume of building permits was 


smaller, too, in the principal cilies. 
For December, 1938, il was 26.4 per cent 
less than in November the same year, 
and for the whole of 1938 was 5 per 
cent under 1937. 


Coal, though it showed moderate 


improvement toward the end of the 
year, suffered from the unpreccdent- 
cdly Wild fall and winter. Illnois 
mines, for example, produced nearly 
1,000,000 tons less in December titan in 
the same month of 1937. 


Department store sales for the, year 


were 4.7 per cent under 1937 totals, in 
a composite average ot> the district's 
key cities. 


Farm prices continued lower. On 


January 14 tho farm products group 
of the buheau of labor statistics stood 
at 67.3 per cent, as against 73.4 per 
cent on January 15, 1938. 


Indications were that greater acre- 


ages would be used, particularly the 
south, where considerably more laud 
than usual had been plowed for spring 
planting..

Manton Defends 


Record on Bench 


Denies Anything Wrong, 


as Charged, in Personal 


Finances 


NEW YORK.—(/Pj—Martin T. Man- 


ton, senior judge of the Second United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals and 
the nation's highest-ranking jurist next 
to the justices of tho Supreme Court, 
resigned Monday amid an investigation 
of accusations that he accepted more 
than 5400,000 in loans from persons in- 
terested in cases which came before 
his bench. 


He denied any wrongdoing but said 


he preferred to step down rather than 
to be "the central figure in a contro- 
versy, no matter what its outcome, tha 
could be seized' upon by malicious 
minds to cast reflection upon the court 
or to weaken public confidence in the 
general administration, of justice." 


His resignation, transmitted to Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, is to be effective no 
later than March 1. 


In Washington, Attorney General 


Murphy said that a "thorough invest! 
gallon" by the Juatce Departmcn 
would go on; (he New Vork icountj 
district attorney, Thomas E. Dewey 
said he was considering a "possibl 
criminal prosecution under the incom 
tax laws of the state," and Unitei 
States District Attorney Gregory I 
Noonan said any evidence indicatin 
criminal violation of federal statue 
would be put before a grand jury. 


Judge Manton, who is 58, and was 


appointed to the federal bench by Pres- 
ident Wilson in 19i6 and to the Cir- 
cuit Court in 1918, made known his 
decision to quit after it had been stat- 
ed in Wasington by Attorney General 
Murphy and by Representative Suin- 
ners (Dem., Tex.) chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee, that he 
would do so. 
;., 


"There is nothing in my business 


transaction in which J have ever been 
engaged," Manton said, "of which 1 wn 
in any way ashamed or which to any 
candid 'mind could east a;-; reflection 
upon my personal or official coiiduct, 
whatever might be snid of my success 
or lack of success as an investor." 


He had owned "substantial" properly, 


he added, when he first was appointed/ 
to the bench, and this property ' no 
law and no canon of judicial conduct 
called on me to surrender, sacrifice or 
neglect."

"If I were to consider myself alone." 


he added, "I would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to meet ^ny charges that might 
be brought against me, either as man 
or as a judge, in my proper tribunal,

BERLIN, Germany—(IP)—Adolf Hit- 


ler Monday night pledged German 
support for Italy in any war against 
her, no matter what the motive, de- 
manded return of Germany's pre-war 
colonies, and 
warned 
the United 


Stales to keep her hands off German 
Irade with South America. Appar- 
ently in answer to the question wheth- 
er Germany would back Italian claims 
against France, Hitler declared that 
Germany and Jtaly were "deter- 
mined lo give common support to 
common interests." 


His speech to the Reichstag was re- 


garded by Killer's followers as firm 
but conciliatory. Germany's economic 
difficulties figured large in Ihe address 
and were regarded as having had a 
strong influence on its "relatively mod- 
erate tone. 


Hitler's Points 


Outlining Nazi policies to an enlarg- 


ed Reichstag summoned on the occa- 
sion of the sixth anniversary of Hitler's 
rise to power, the fuehrer also; 
1. Warned the Western powers against

Some people develop a condition 


in which thiy are attacked by an ir- 
restible desire to sleep or to pass into 
a state of unconsioiisness which closely 
resembles sleep: Tills is called nar- 
colepsy in contrast to proloinged stag- 
es of immobility which are called cat- 
alespy and the convukive stages which 
are called epilepsy. 


Narcolepsy may become sb severe 


that these patients under influence 
of emotion become unable to move 
nnd instead sink to the ground . Oe- 
cassionally narcolepsy may be traced to 
some severe -inflammation of the nerv- 
cus system, or brain, or to head in- 
jury.^ In many Instances thre have 
been^cases of nerVOus.disorde'rs in the 
family, but the exact cause has not 
been determined with certainty. Usu- 
ally these cases occur during youth 
or early adult life.' "Men .are affectexl 
twice as often as ore. women.- 


In a typical case tthe attack og sleep 


occurs without cause a'nd may come 
just after the patient is awakened after 
a sound sleep or while-he is at work. 
In most instances, however, the attack 
come under circumstances which are \ 
likely to produce sleep— for example, 
after the patient had had a heayy 
Inuch on a warm day after he has been 
riding in a motor car or bus, or listen- 
ing to dull lecture. 
• 


The attack will be preceded by a 


sudden feeling of fatigue and if the 
patient tries-hard, he may resist the 
attack but eventually the sleepiness 
may prove uncountrolable.' The sleep 
may last only a few seconds or 'a 
few minutes but in some cases, if un- 
disturbed these patients will sleep 
for hours; 


Fortunately very few people who 


suffer, these attacks die of. them un- 
less as a result of an accidnt. 


In 1930 an investigator found that 


the product called ephedrine sulfate 
was useful in the treatment of this 
condition and benif it .seems to be ob- 
tained in many cases by the use of 
mis remidy. 


A more modern. remedy is benzen- 


drine sulfate,' which also seems to 
produce relief. Inasmuch, howtever, 
as these remidies are highly power- 
ful drugs, they should never be used 
except under, the advice of a physi- 
"cian'who will" prescribe the dosage.

"industrial" or .weekly-payment policy 
now carried by thousands of low-paid 
workers. Dividends' paid by the Mas- 
sachusetts insurance banks compared 
favorably with dividends paid by old- 
line companies. Carrying charges over 
a period of yearsr-should the purchas- 
er wish lo surrender his policy—are 
lower than those of old-line companies, 
even the most liberal. 


For these reasons, the new system is 


expected to be a great, boon ' to the 
lower income groups. The majority of 
insurance purchasers find they cannot 
keep up their "policies. The" average 
whole life policy'remains in force, an 
average time of,about seven years., In 
1937, for example, 160 old-line com- 
panies sold Americans $16,758,000,000 
worth of insurance of all types.. Of 
this, $11,661,000,000 worth was (termin- 
ated within one year.
